NEW SECTION. Sec. 1501. A new section is added to chapter 43.79
RCWto read as foll ows:

The state patrol nonappropriated airplane revolving account is
created in the custody of the state treasurer. Al'l receipts from
aircraft user fees paid by other agencies and private users as
rei nbursenent for the use of the patrol's aircraft that are primarily
for purposes other than highway patrol nmust be deposited into the
account. Expenditures fromthe account may be used only for expenses
related to these aircraft. Only the chief of the Washington state
patrol or the chief's designee may authorize expenditures from the
account. The account is subject to allotnent procedures under chapter
43.88 RCW but an appropriation is not required for expenditures.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1502. If any provision of this act or its
application to any person or circunstance is held invalid, the
remai nder of the act or the application of the provision to other
persons or circunstances is not affected.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1503. Sections 1201 through 1405 of this act
take effect immediately, and the remainder of this act takes effect
July 1, 200S3.
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
